The new genus is rather destinct in the tribe Gratioleae it belongs to with its four 
stamens equal in length and inserted at the corolla throat, precisely speaking, at the 
juncture of the lobes. Moreover, the stigma in the new genus is 2-lobed, with the 
lobes very large and flaky and the capsule is globose, All these characters are also dif- 
ferent from those of its closest relative, the genus Bacopao 

With only one species, distributed on -Hainan Island, in Guangzheu, Guangdong 
Province, and in Fuzhou, Fujian Provinceg
